Women in War Industry 

Official estimates from Washington place 
the number of workers to be employed on war 
work by the end of this year at 15,000,000. At 
present the war industries employ slightly more 
than 5,000,000. 

To create this war-production force of 15,- 
000.000 it will be necessary to draw on the 
services of all the normally employable people 
in the country and an additional 2,000,000 from 
the ranks of those who do not normally seek 
work. 

Inevitably most of that additional 2,000,000 
will be women. 

But that is not all. As the call to service 
takes more and more men, the need for women 
in war industry will grow. It is estimated that, 
even if the ratios of war employment by sex 
do not differ from those of World War I, the 
number of women “in war industries by the 
end of this year will be 3,500,000. 

In the first World War 9,000,000 workers 
were engaged in direct war industry at this 


‘nation’s peak of effort. Of those, 2,250,000 were 


women. 

The drafting of women workers for war 
industry will involve an extensive system of 
preliminary training. A great proportion of the 
work to be done in modern war plants is 
skilled or, at least, semi-skilled. It requires 
training and a large proportion of the women 
who will, eventually, fill the jobs will have to 
acquire those skills before they are awvailable 
for employment. Schools of industrial training 
will have to be tremendously enlarged and sat- 
isfactory inducements to draw women from the 
homes, the offices and the usual peacetime 
occupations of their sex will have to be pro- 
vided. 

However, when women have acquired the 
needed skills, experience has proven they are 
more efficient than men in many. operations, 
The first World War proved women are espe- 
cially efficient in producing electrical machin- 
ery, leather goods, optical goods and scientific 
and professional instruments. 

By the summer of 1943, when our war 
production begins to reach its planned peak, 
it is certain that more than 5,000,000 women 
will be working in the war factories. Some will 
come from less essential occupations where 
they now work. Others will enter industry 
because of direct need for the wages to be 
earned. Others will be attracted by appeals to 
patriotism and by the novelty of the work. 

Whatever the inducement, the winning of 
this war will, as time goes on, depend upon the 
contribution of the women of the nation to the 
war effort—a contribution no longer confined 
to moral support and feminine encouragement, 
but to actual, hard work in that portion of the 
battleline which extends to the plants where 
the weapons of war are fabricated.

About That Bicycle— 

With many a man and woman realizing the 
Cay is not so far distant when choice of trans- 
portation for short distances will be limited 
to a bicycle or shanks’ mare, it is reassuring to 
learn, from the War Production Board, that 
production of bicycles for adults will be 
increased, 

It would be tragic if, auto tires worn com- 
pletely out, no more to be had, it was impossible 
to buy even a bicycle! 

The increase in adult-bicycle production is 
despite a 58 per cent reduction in all bicycle 
production. But the making of child sizes in 
wheels is altogether banned and, as 85 per cent 
of the bicycles made in 1941 was in child sizes, 
this means a net increase in the adult output. 

The bicycles to be built after this month 
will be strictly limited to two so-called “victory” 
models. One for men, the other for women. 
Utmost care will be exercised to see that no 
more essential material is put into them than 
absolutely necessary. They will be ten pounds 
lighter than the present average weight and 
there will be no non-essential gadgets or bright 
metal about them. 

Undoubtedly, in this order for curtailment of 
bicycle production WPB feels that the younger

At the same time, only the newer 
British and American battleships can meet this 
speed. All these new United Nations’ ships must 
act in one squadron to meet the threat of any 
even partial massing of the enemy units named. 
That is why the Germans risked the Scharn- 
horst and the Gneisenau in the Strait of Dover 
and why the fate of the French battleships is 
of such great importance to the United Nations.

NEW OWNERS The Farm Security Administration has posti- 
tive evidence of the success of its projects. 

There were loans to tenants so they could become farm owners, 

Their record of repaying those loans was dramatic. They paid 
back. Most of the time they were ahead of payments. The per- 
centage of loss was almost negligible when one viewed the whole 
picture, 

All the while, in some communities, there were some large farm 
owners who portested. They didn’t want tenants to become inde- 
pendent, small owners. Almost invariably these large land owners 
were of the sort who charged excessive prices for fertilizer sup- 
plied the tenants, who sold at commissaries where prices much 
higher than the average store prices prevailed. 

They never got very far. Now the war gives them hope. 

Observe the congressional thinking, as exhibited last week. I 
regret to say some of our southern congressmen joined in with the 
Roosevelt haters and the reactionaries. 

The house didn’t touch the big costs of that farm bill. 
bloc was looking after itself. 

So the house, in an effort to make a show, did this— 

It cowardly cut the soil conservation appropriation.

England not only retained her system of social security, but 
expanded it. 

Russia, whether we like it or not, has made her system appeal 
to her people. They believe, whether correctly or not, they have 
opportunity under that system. They are, at any rate, willing to 
fight for it. 

This country was horrified at what it saw, when the light was 
turned on in 1933 by the Roosevelt administration. 

We are horrified today when we find that even now about half 
our young men are rejected from Army service because of physical 
deficiencies, 

We hear the government announce a huge plan of rehabilitation 
of the men who have been rejected because of some deficiency or 
condition which could have been cured by operation or treatment.

The war is giving all the little minds a chance to try and cut 
out all our efforts to make this country a better country for all 
the people. Hitler likes them fine as they seek to restore special 
privilege; as they cut out funds for the people who need farm loans 
and rehabilitation. 

Congress ought to try and help make this a better country for 
all the people. If they conceive of it as a country to be made good 
for just a few people, then they will have done the job Hitler hopes 
they will do.

If He Eats Most of the Dinner, He 
Should Pay Most of the Check 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Treasury officials oppose a retail sales tax on the ground that 
“vast new machinery” would be necessary to handle it, and finding 
a sufficient number of clerks under present conditions might prove 
difficult. They prefer an excise tax on selected articles, like the 
present tax on whisky and cigarets, since ‘‘the machinery is already 
set up to handle it.” 

But why should the collection of a sales tax be difficult—te 
anybody except officials who are accustomed to doing everything 
in the most complicated way and making simple tasks hard? 

Suppose the tax is 10 per cent—though of course it would be 
far Every merchant now keeps a record of his daily sales, 
He need only add 10 per cent to the total at the end of the day’s 
business and he has the sum of the taxes collected. At the close of 
business Saturday noon or night, he can add the daily totals and 
write a check payable to the postmaster. The whole job will re- 
quire only a few minutes in any business office, for the larger 
the business the more efficiently it is operated. 

The postmasters, having received the merchants’ checks, will 
deposit them in a local bank to the government's credit, and in due 
course the money will reach Washington. And since the accounts 
will be limited to the number of post offices, it should require 
no army of clerks to keep the records. 

The sales tax, which is really a tax on the citizen’s spending 
ability, is even more fair than the income tax. It taxes each of us 
not only in accordance with his ability to pay, but in proportion to 
his ability to consume and enjoy the products of his fellow citizens. 

True, the man who has a big income and is too stingy to spend 
it will escape the tax. 

Those who think a sales tax unfair are usually people who now 
pay no tax at all. 
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“He took a ‘dollar-a-year’ job in December and in March 
they paid him 25 cents and fired him!”

Big Air Show. 

It was a show that included 
Army and Navy bombers, destroy- 
ers, an armed tug, the Coast 
'Guard cutter, our Navy blimp— 
and the enemy. It was played 
within the very shadow of our 
‘shores. 
| All of what I saw cannot be 
| written here. But I can say I saw 
| alert, smashing Navy offensive 
| three times: within a few 
hours at the Axis submarine fleet. 

The first blow was struck by an 
old World War I eagle boat iust 
after dawn in the same vicinity 
that a freighter reported a sub- 
marine less than an hour before. 

I saw the eagle boat dump an 
“ashcan” overboard, heard the 
rumble of the explosion as the 
water spouted into the air. 

Wreckage on Surface. 

Immediately we swooped over 
the spot and saw hundreds of fraa- 
ments of wreckage bob to the sur- 
face and float lazily in oily swells. 

Less than an hour later we saw 
a destroyer salt the water with 
heavy charges when it picked up 
a submarine’s motors with its 
listening apparatus several miles 
south of the first incident. 

Later we picked up a radio mes 
sage ordering us to proceed to ar 
other point at full speed. An Al- 
lied vessel had just been tor- 
pedoed.. 

As we neared the vicinity our 
forward lookout gave a gasp and 
pointed frantically below. 

Through the light haze we saw 
the slim black hull of an enemy 
submarine about a mile and a half 
to port. Her conning tower was 
clearly visible and her whole deck 
awash, 

Markers Dropped. 

The blimp captain roared in- 
structions to “open up those bomb 
bay doors.” 

For a_ breathiess instant 
watched as we closed in, 
wondering if the raider

To Play Soldier Roles

HOLLYWOOD, March 15.—War 
is a young man’s game these days 
—except in Hollywood. 

Today’s draft boards may not 
have realized they were doing it, 


but they’ve upped the age limit 
for make-believe’ soldiers by 
some 20 years. 

That’s information direct from 
Hollywood “military headquar- 
ters,’ meaning Captain 
Blair and Sergeant Carl Voss, reg- 
ular Army veterans who have 
trained “troops” for more than 
200 movies in the last 15 years. 


From now on, when “Captain” 
Errol Flynn or “Captain” James 
Cagney or “Sergeant” Gary Coop- 
er lead their intrepid boys against 
the enemy, the majority of them 
will be in their 40s, some in their 
fifties. 

For instance, over at the Ed- 
ward Small studio this week, 200 
doughboys, under their leader, 
“Lieutenant” James Craig, have 
been taking off in the direction 
of Europe, this embarkation be- 
ing for scenes in the new film 
version of “Friendly Enemies.” 

Most of the men in this march- 
ing group, Sergeant Voss pointed 
out, are 40 or over, and there's 
quite a sprinkling who are vet- 
erans of the real A. E. F. Had the 
film been made a couple of years 
ago, the soldiers would have been 
young spriggins in their early 20s. 


“Our young fellows have gone,” 
sighed Voss. “They're scattered 
all over the world by now. They’re 
wearing 1942 uniforms and carry- 
ing Garands instead of Spring- 
fields, or else they’re roaring up 
and down in tanks and jeeps in- 
stead of wearing out leather like 
this Army.” 


Voss is quick to add that so far 
as movie patrons are concerned, 
the switch to the upper age brack- 
ets isn’t going to make much dif- 
ference when military scenes are 
projected ‘on the Bijou screen.

At one time Blair and Voss 
maintained what amounted to a 
standing army for the movie pro- 
ducers. On a day's notice they 
could call out 500 men trained 
in all sorts of military maneuvers. 
But during the past couple of 
years, the problem has grown 
gradually tougher. The draft has 
been filching so many of their 
best men that they now just take 
the extras sent out by central 
casting and drill them in what- 
ever is necessary for the film’s 
action, 

With 15 or more military pic- 
tures now being filmed or about 
to go before the cameras, Holly- 
wood “headquarters” is really be- 
ing taxed to the limit. The way 
things are going, Voss figures, he 
will probably have to be prepared 
to make a soldier out of any male 
who has the standard number of 
arms, legs and eyes. 

So, if there’s anyone who has 
a yen to be a soldier and he can’t 
get into the real action for any 
reason, he ought to look up 
Messrs. Blair and Voss. ‘They'll 
make a fighting man out of him 
in one morning.

NEW YORK, March 15.—(4)—John B. Kelly, director of the 
United States Division of Physical Fitness, told 2,000 student 
journalists today that “this nation is growing weaker and lazier 
than ever.” 

“Recent statistics show that United States soldiers are now of 
an average weight of 150 pounds, 14 pounds more than their Civil 
War grandfathers weighed,” Kelly asserted. “Those extra pounds 
are automobile fat, or sitting-down fat.” 

Kelly declared that Japanese swimming ability, developed by 
American coaches in the past few years, was partly responsible 
for the successful beach landings made by the Japanese. He 
added that the American heroes of the war thus far are “all men 
who have taken part in athletics.” 

Asserting that American youth was directly challenged by the 
youth of the Axis powers, Kelly urged that an American physical 
training program should make use of the best elements of the 
Nazi program, adapted to the American way.
